Tobacco District Also to Be 
l aiperte d. 

Meears. Clemens, Taylor and Smith. 
repreeenUtivea of the Kentucky Ao- 
turial Bureau, are spending today In 
MaysvUle making certain Investiga- 
tions in regard to the protection of the 
city against Are and In regard to the 
local tobacco district and Its lire pro- 
tection. 

These gentlement have made cer- 
tam pressure tests at fire plugs locat- 
ed In various paru of the city and 
have made a thorough examination ot 
the local lire department and Ite equip- 
ment. As Is always the case, the men 
have found the local lire department In 
first class shape and under the efli- 
clent and intelligent direction of Chief 
•Vewell, one of the best fire depart- 
ments in all of the state. 

Some time ago the Kentucky Aotnar- 
lal Bureau started upon the adoption 
of a new tobacco schedule which to in- 
tended to produce an average reduc- 
tion on rehandling and loose leaf 
classes. There will, of course, be some 
risks which will not be reduced, others 
will be reduced very materially and 
one of the chief causes for the visit 
of these experts to MaysvlUe today 
was to make the local adjustments un- 
der this new schedule. They made a 
very thorough examination of the local 
tobacco district and the new rates are 
expected to be In the hands of the local 
fire Insurance agents within a very 
short time.
